THE ATTACK. 


Before they Imd proceeded very fnr into 


the territory of Utah tlio Mormons bcnmo 
informed of their approach, nud deeming 
this an opportunity for plunder called a 
council, at which it was determined to order 
out the Mormon militia, "to follow and nt. 
tack tho accursed Gentiles nnd let the 
arrows of tho Almighty drink their blood." 
Meantime the Mormons fissured their un- 
s;isnectitJ7 victims by pretended friendly 
ndvic". Tiisy told them it wna too Into to 


oss tho Sierra Nevada Mountains by tho 
d emigrant route. This was in the Spring 
1857, and the emigrants wero told their 
Hlerway wonld ho to go through Southern 
tab and Nevada to Los Augoles. They 
weeded ns advised nnd pnssed unmolested 
r somo days through tho settlements of 
e Latter Day Saints. About the fourth 
ay lifter passing through Cedar City the 
migrant band cnmped in a valley, well 
nssed nnd watered nnd sheltered by hills 
i either side. While in camp nt this point 
loir first intimation of danger came in the 
rm of what they believed to be nn Indian 
rprise nt the rear. Tho attack WES sad- 
en, but was met with tho promptness that 
liaracterizcd tho frontiersmen of that time, 
'ith 
greet 
rapidity they pnrkrd their 


ngons°iu lines of breastworks, 
behind 


hich were gathered their women nnd 
jildren. They dug trendies nnd arranged 
alters so thnt water, and somo fuel could 
e procured without leaving the shelter thus 
rnyided. Then with their old long rifles, 
hev kept at bny tho attacking party, with- 
it loss beyond that sustained in the cnp- 
,re of their animals, which wore rim off nt

For livo days the nssault was kept up nud 


ho defence sustained without any definite 
esult being arrived at. 
All this timo 
tho 


ipearanccs indicated that tho attacking 
arty were savages. They were dressed nnd 
ainted like Indians, and imitated their 
ays BO well as to completely deceive ihe 
migrants, lint, whito there wore probably 
. tow Indians among tho lot, the majority 
f those who harassed the unfortunate trav- 
lers wero members of Iho Utah militia, 
ended by Major John D. Lee. 
While the 


ego lasted, somo of thoso ficuds amused 
lemselvcs by pitching quoits and indulging 
n other pastimes when temporarily relieved 
rom duty. At last, finding the work too 
,ow. Lee sont word back that his fight wns 
Ot wholly successful. 
On receiving this 


nfornmtiou, Lieut. Col. Isnno 0. Haight of 
10 militia ordered out re enforcements, 
ith instructions to those going to Lee's 
ssistnnco thnt "nil hut tho littlo children of 
he party were to bo killed." Haight nt 
his time hnd just vet-dined from "rr.iliu. 
lendqunrters" at Parownn, where a military 
ounoil hnd been held, nnd he was nut giv- 
ng utterance to the decrees of tho "Church," 
evoting the 
compnny to 
destruction. 


Vhen the re-enforccmcnts joined Lee, ho 
massed nil I he troops ncnr n littlo spring, 
nd mndo them n speech, telling them ''If 


horrible eight mot his gnzo. The skeletons 
of 120 men,women aud children were spread 
upon tho field, tho flesh torn from the houes 
by hungry wolves nnd bullet holes through 
tho heads of most of tho victims. A large 
quantity of bnir from the hcnds of tho 
women was gathered up from tho sagi 


ushes, and nil tho rcmoius were given n 
bristian burial. A few days 
afterward 


vo Mormons called on Mr. Hogers, and 
lling him "thoir hearts wcro pressed with 
rief," said they would give him the truo 
istory of tho Mountain Meadow massacro 
ho would spare their own lives. Ho told 
letn lo proceed, and then they related to 
m the story told above, naming Lee as tho 
ader. In the Mormon versions of tho 
ory of tho massacro it was made to appear 
int the emigrants provoked both the Mor- 
ion Bettltrs and tbe Indians in (heir pro 
ress through Utah. Tho Mormons said 
loir destruction was chargeable to tho 
jdians altogether, 
and that they were 


,locked because they had poisoned a spring 


which cattlo drank and died, and that 


idinns ate the flesh of these animals and 
ied also. Hut this hafi been pronounctd 
)solutely untrue by those who have in- 
estigatcd tho matter, and it was well es- 
it lishcd, both before andnt the time of 
ee's trial, that tho murder of tho emigrants 
as but tho execution of n well-laid plan 
rdered by the Mormou Council, and thnt 
ee not only executed but exceeded his san- 
uinnry orders. 


I.EE'S ARIIEST. 


In November, 1SG4, Lee wasnrrpsled, ond 
as soon after indicted for participation iu 
lis fearful crime. He had evaded pursuit 
>r a long time, living with one of his 
ighieen wives, an English, woman, among 
10 Navajoo Indians, where his hut was like 
n arsenal. His first triol continued through 
art of July and August, 1S75, and on tho 
islimony then adduced the jury failed to 
.gree. During 
his 
trial his 
cell was 


earched, and elaborate preparations for an 
iteuded escape wew discovered. At this 
mo one of his wives tried to see him, and, 
leeting with n refusal, she assaulted the 
ailor. In September, 1870, he was again 
ricd, and the jury found him guilty of mnr- 
er in tho first degreo. 
Having in that ter- 


tory tho right to chooso whether ho should 
e hanged, beheaded or shot, he chose tho 
atter form of execution, nnd was according- 


sentenced lo be shot on the 2<Hh of Jan- 


ary, 1S77.

cuces, to show that they, too, were dis 
posed to bo friendly. Then followed i 
parley, and Leo told tho emigrants tho hills 
were nlive with Indians. Ho advised then 
.o leave their arms as a measure of safety,ag 
.he Indians wauled plunder aud not blood 
and his men wonld protect them back to thi 
Mormon settlemenls. The emigrants nt first 
objected,hut finally consented, and marchei 
out of thoir fortifications without the leas 
apprehension of danger from thoir pro 
'essed friends. 
Not ail Indian was iu sigh 


nt this time. By Lee's order the men wen 
sepnratcd from tho women nnd children, thi 
latter goiug to tho front. 
Half a mile th' 


devoted baud had scarcely gone from thei 
camp when, at the monster Lee's command 
:hey were shot dead, every one except th 
seventeen htllo children of tho party, wbos 
lives tno "council" has ordered should b 
spared. One hundred and twenty men 
women nud children wcr.> slain in col 
blood. 


THE rr.UNPEII. 


For years after tho perpetration of thi 


daring crimo the property of the mnrderci 
emigrants was openly used by thoir mur 
derers, and Iho fate of tho missinf ones fo 
somo timo remained a mystery, their deal 
boing laid at the door of tho savages. Som 
Indians did participate in tho massacre, bn 
they waited for tho whito savngcn to sr 
thorn nn example in human butchery, onl 
rushing from theiv ambush to surround th 
emigrants when, by Leo's order, the An, 
shots had been fired. After tho massacr 
tho bodies of tho murdered emigrants wer 
left on tho open proirio to bo devoured b 
tho wolves. So closely was tho secret o 
this terrible deed guarded thnt rot oven i 
tho northern Mormon settlements was 
known for n long timo that any whito me 
bad participated in the slaughter. Tho fir 
authentic tidings of tho fate of tho emi- 
grants reached the outside world through 
Mr. William If. Itogors, n government agent 
who heard something of it whilo crossing 
tho Plains in charge of n treasure train in 
1857. 
Tho next year he vyas appointed In- 


dian Agent in Utah, and was ordered to res- 
ono the children whom it was bulioved tho 
Mormons hod

FAEM NOTES. 


[From the Country Gentleman.] 


ScaasaTiONs.—There are several 


points of winter management to which 
farmers may give timely attention if re- 
minded in season, and which might other- 
wise bo overlooked. 


AVisTER SPHEADIMO.—If but litllo is used, 


it is important to keep the heaps under 
shelter, unless the manure is drawn and 
spread on grass land as fast as it accumu- 
lates in Winter. This practice of winter 
spreading has three decided advantages; It 
saves labor by handling but once, and thus 
avoiding the trouble of drawing out and 
making heaps, and again handling and 
drawing them a second time; it forwards 
labor and reduces the amount of work to bo 
performed in spring,and it prevents the 
poaching and hardening of tlie soil by 
wagon wheels while muddy. 


FEEDDJO BACKS.—It is hardly necessary 


to remind thrifty farmers of the economy , 
of providing feeding racks for fodder, to 
pre'vent animals from treading it under foot, 
especially in a muddy barnyard. Good 
man- 


agers need not be reminded of the neces- 
sity of having tight barns and sheds and 
preventing cold currents through crevices 
in their building. 


STABLES WARMED BY CATTLE.— Tight and 


well built burns and stables,to be filled with 
cattle and horses in winter, will receive 
enough heat from the surface of the ani- 
mals to prevent a freezing temperature in- 
side. This is readily shown by n little cal- 
culation. Twenty largo COWB in a stable 
present about 800 square feet of surface, 
with a warming temperature equal to at 
least fifty degrees above freezing. 
A large 


stove would have about 
20 square feet of 


surface, and when heated would average 
about 400 degrees above freezing. 
The 800 


square feet of cattle surface, multiplied by 
.TO degrees, would give 40,000; tho 20 square 
feet of stove, multiplied by 400 degrees, 
would give only 8,000—one fifth of the for- 
mer 
amount. 
If 
the 
rough 
iron 


radiates and conveys heat five times as fast 
as the huiry surface of the cattle, the latter 
would Btill possess as-great a heating surface 
na tho large stove. We have known large, 
well built, ventilated cow stables kept warm 
in this way, so as never to freeze, and the 
sand or other absorbent daily spread in their 
stalls remained unfrozen till carted out when 
done with. 


OELTjABS, in winter, need special atten- 


tion, to preserve perfect cleanliness, on 
many accounta. Fruit rooms by the help of 
ventilating windows and a thermometer, 
should be kept as well down towards freez- 
ing OB practicable, to prevent rotting, and 
to favor long keeping. 


TOOLS.—Cleaning, oiling, repairing and 


providing tools and farm machinery, should 
be fully and seasonably attended to in Win- 
tor, that all may be in readiness without in- 
terruption, for spring work. 


SALT FOR CATTLE IN WINTER. 


Farmers often neglect to salt their cattle 


in winter. The old practice of salting hay 
in the mow has been discarded, and we 
think justly, because it more frequently in- 
jures then preserves the hay. But this 
usually results in supplying the animals with 
no salt during the winter months. It is 
pleasant also in summer to visit tho herds 
in green pastures, and throw tho salt ^in 
lumps on the velvet turf, while in going in- 
to a dirty barnyard in the winter there is no 
enchantment whatever. Salt 
should be 


oiyoji to ooi?s in tho stJibla or some other 
dry place, and on no account in contact with 
snow, for snow and ico'iu contact with salt 
create an intense cold, which is injurious to 
animals.

ENGLAND'S NEW STEEL FLEET. 


The Btoel flotillfl which is now heing hnili 


for the British navy, nnd which is to COD- 
Bist of two ships of ostrnordinary swiftness 
and six iioworful corvottos, is being rapidly 
pushed forward hy tho admiralty. 
All of 


them will ho cased in wood except nt the 
prow, which will consist of a single Rvm- 
motnl easting; they will bo of tho same ton- 
nage and horse power,their measurement bo- 
ing 2,^77 tons and their engines of 2,300 
indicated horse power. Though principally 
designed for foreign service, those stool 
corvettes will bo quite capable of taking .in 
active part in any naval baltlo, each of 
them being armed with n oouplo of heavy
